the extent to which the motor 


bus is playing its part in the 
transportation problems of the 
nation. 


A tremendous sum paid in taxes 
by the motor bus companies and the 
vast army of passengers carried tes- 
tify to the fact that the motor bus 
has assumed a definite place in the 
transportation world and, though it 
has not revolutionized the industry.
